GEORGE PASTOR IS REGRETFULLY NOT ABLE TO PARTICIPATE IN 
PANEL MEETING AND HIS PLACE WILL BE TAKEN BY 

DUNCAN MACKINNON, CHIEF, ADVANCED DEVELOPMENT BRANCH, 
OFFICE OF RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT, URBAN MASS TRANS- 
PORTATION ADMINISTRATION. (MACKINNON WAS MEMBER 1973 DOT 
DELEGATION). MACKINNON WILL ALSO WANT TO DISCUSS WITH MOT 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF CLOSER COOPERATIVE ACTIVITY IN FIELD OF 
ASSESSING NEW AGT TECHNOLOGIES, PARTICULARLY MORE FREQUENT 
INFORMATION EXCHANGE AND POSSIBLE SHORT-TERM EXCHANGES OF 
TECHNICAL PERSONNEL.

REPRESENTATIVES FROM JAPANESE EPA ATTEND ITEM (C) PANEL 
MEETING? IF NOT, CANNY WOULD APPRECIATE APPOINTMENT 
ON JULY 23 WITH EPA OFFICIALS DEALING WITH TRANSPORTATION 
POLLUTION PROBLEMS.
